LANDMARK—TILDEN 
SOLD FOR $ 160 , 000 .

Announcement was made last 
week of the sale of the Tilden pro- 
peity, north of Twentieth Street, be¬ 
tween Franklin and Webster 
Streets to Dr. R. C. Audeisou, 
Oakland dentist, at a price of $160,- 
000. It is understand that tbe 
properly is to be used as tbe site 
for a new office building. 

Tbe property has a frontage of 
235 feel on both Franklin and Web 
ster Streets. The transaction was 
handled by Glenn McElhiuuey of 
the Maiden-Rittigstein offices.—S.

On this spot, Douglas Tilden ex¬ 
ecuted some of Ids most important 
sculptural works for, in the rear of 
the property, he had Ids studio for 
many years in a barn.

Finally the above-uien- 
tioued sale writes Finis on what 
was a picturesque spot of still more 
picturesque memories. “ Within 
ten years, everything has been 
changed by a change in the speed 
ot mau.” That is so. Sic transit 
gloria mundi. The fame of the 
sculptor remains.

College. 

No other college can give them a 
better edneation than Gallaudet 
College. In other colleges there la 
nothing for the deaf except techni¬ 
cal training. It baa become a fash¬ 
ion for the graduates of Gallaudet 
College to go to big univereitie» foi 
technical training. If a deaf person 
wants to have bin mental and apiri 
tual powers developed, and be a 
leader and useful member of the 
deaf world, Gallaudet College is the 
beat place without any doubt. Any 
oeaf person who haa Lialua enough 
to go through a university success 
fuliy cau aiudy non technical sub- 
jecta at home as well. He would 
find attending lectures a waste of 
time. Speech reading is of no use 
in lectures. College instructors will 
not adapt themselves to deaf 
8 tudent 8 . 

All over the country the influence 
of Gallaudet College Is felt through 
its graduates and former students 
They are trained leaders. They 
are a great force in the welfare of 
the deaf. This does not come from 
textbooks or fioin associating with 
tbe hearing. Most of the deaf 
teachers are graduates of Gallaudet 
College. So are many of the deal 
supervisors. Every school for the 
deaf should have deaf supervisors 
and teacher*. They are great as¬ 
sets. They are much more truly 
and actively interested In the pupils 
than hear!up teachers. Of course 
there are individual exceptions, but 
I am speaking of a generality. 
Ordinarily the hearing teacher con¬ 
fines his interest to bis class. The 
deaf teacher goes much further—he 
actively helps the pupils in their j 
social life and athletic*. They are 
responsible for the esprit de corps 
of the school. Gallaudet College 
prepares men and women for snch 
work. It exists for the good of tbe 
deaf In general, rather than for that 
of a few students. Therefore, it is 
for the inteiests of the schools for 
the deaf to send their best to that 
college. 

It is not enough for a school to j 
send pupils to college. It should 
know how to do it. It should 
study tbe methods of college in Z 
struction and college curriculorns. 

It should seek college gradnales* 
advice. Guess work and pet theo¬ 
ries will never do. Too much time 
has been wasted tu useless pre¬ 
paration. Tbe school should in¬ 
stil in every pupil a desire for - 
higher education. A pupil who 
completes the ordinary grammar 
course satisfactorily, is entitled to 
a chance to study further and 
tackle the college entrance exami¬ 
nations. We should encourage
